Three Evergladers Differ As To Result 


War Will Have 0n -Price Of Our Beans 


If there is a war in Europe; how will it affect the price 
of Everglades beans? : R i 

This question was put to three men; and they gave 
three different answers. Each of the men has sources of 
information better than most Evergladers have, all are in 
the “bean business” in one way or another. 

“War will be bad for business in all lines, and this will 
be true whether it is a general war, with the United States 
invólved, or a war confined to one section of eastern 
Europe," sald the first man. “Green beans are grown for 
domestic consumption—they are not exported, not even 
canned beans. Our winter-grown beans, if they are to 
briag prices profitable to the growers, are a luxury pros 
duct. Our beans sold at high prices during the boom be- 
fore 1929, when everybody was rich, or when all thought 
they were going to be rich next week. Poor people don't 
buy high-priced beans. Nowdays the rich people say they 
are poor, claiming that income tax and óther taxes make 
them reduce their living costs. Since green beans are not 
exported, as wheat and some farm products are exported, 
war in Europe orjanywhere else can't the bean grow- 
er. As to the domestic market, nothin ned- oi 
is likely to happen that will make the market any bette 
than.it was last year and the year before.” E

This is thé second man's view: “War anywhere will 
help all lines of business in the United States, including ` 
the business of growing vegetables, France and Great 
Britain will require arms and munitions from the United 
States, and President Roosevells.going to:see to it that 
those nations ‘get them from lepend on that. Any- 
way, F} eand Great Britain will get other supplies from 
us—fe tuffs and raw materials, and in larger volume 
than before, and thet increase in demand will raise prices 
and stimulate business. It is true that our beans are not 
exported and that they are.-grown. for domestic con- 
sumption by people of ample means for good living. Work- 
people in the north and east are going to be employed more 
generally than if there wasn't a war in Eürope, and .this 
increased employment at good wages will give them means 
with which to buy our beans.”

Thé 
D-1 was the first successful mac- 
hine to fight hyacinths In the- 
Okeechobee region. In years 
other machines havefmade: vain 
efforts to clear the growth from 
the canals It Was not until the 
appearance of the D-1 that. any- 
thing near a success could. be 
claimed. ' 

When the D-1 was brought to 
Canal Point several weeks ago, it 
‘was announced that | government 
engineer headquarters in Jackson- 
ville were planning a test of the 
machine in the West Palm Beach 
canal. A trial period proved that 
the machine was a thorough suc- 
cess and engineer officials 
orders for the dredge to conttüue 
its operations until it reached 20- 
Mile Bend.
